This 
year not a solitary sign is visible of any in- 
leiilion to improve our slreels. Improve- 
monta are bt-ing coiilinually made in all 
qiuirters of the suburbs, yet the approache.s 
thereto during the rainy season are so bad 
it is frightful to imagine. H we wai.t to 
attract a population to our town, we must 
improve our.8treels,ipr,. at least the leading 
avenues, before another dreary wiiiter com- 
menoes. When the raining season closes 
in British Cylunibia, we may expect a laipe 
accession t6 "•oiir " population. Instead of 
paying high rents in ^ 'the central portior.s 
o( the town, and faili*sr than wade iluonyh 
mud and mire into the ' suburbs tu .secure 
comfortable quarters at a low rale, many 
will prefer to go to San Fiancisco or else, 
where, n.-ver to return. Goud streets and 
good sidewalks are aliDost as es,seiitial to 
eoinlort as good board and gnod It'dgiiigs. 
Those who wiiitere^l here in 18c)8— 0, as 
well as last winter, though last winter was 
not equally disagr-ieable with the forraer, can 
appreciate the limited improveme'nta made 
in macadamising our streets and sidewalks. 
Not a lithe of the complaints against the 
rainy season were -uttered last winter that 
>verei heard, ill' 1868—9, and- it;- was- chiefly 
d5[e. to,thBi impip^fdrraqan? jof communica- 
tion. In fact, wherever good, walks or 
streets exist, there real estate is enhanced in 
value. 

Another very important consideration that

He 
ofrored a resolution, aakmg the .Clovernor to use 
all means in his power to roracive all foreign and 
northern Indians now in our mjdstj ^as their pre- 
sence-fxposes the inhabitants' at' any 'moment to 
tlie horrors of an Indian Vi-ar.

A Singular Bet and its Singular Re- 
sult. — One of the most singular wagers we 
evi-T lieard '.1' was madt; in Ch'cayo on the 
day before iho municipal eiectinn in that 
cily, on Wentworth and Gunife, the oppos- 
ing candidates for the Mayoralty.
